I wae fortunate in being di- 
rected to one of the best known citizens of 
Gavannah, a man of the early '60s, who went

reconstruction period, and who, with them, 
has at last taken the stand that the white 
race must, as a matter of self-preservation, 
retain absolute control of affairs, no mat- 
ter how harsh or how unconstitutional the 
méthods adopted may be.

SOLVING LABOR PROBLEM HERE. 


Dr. W. 8S. Rainsford Says Chicago Has 
Made a Great Advance Over 
Other Cities. | 


Chicago has made one great advance over 
other cities in the solution of labor problems, 
according to the Rev. W. 8. Rainsford, rector 
of St. George’s church, New York, who is in 
the city as univeristy preacher at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. In discussing the labor 
situation in Chicago, last night, he said: 

“* One great advance toward the settlement 

of labor problems has been made in Chicago 
and that is the position taken by the Chicago 
Métal Trades’ association, in the platform 
it has leid down. The four planks of this 
platform I think mark steps in advance. 
_ “ First, there is the open shop plank. This 
means that the labor unions cannot refuse 
to permit the employment of nonunion men, 
and, the employers cannot discriminate 
against union workmen. If this one principle 
were being acted on now the present hotel 
and restaurant strike would be in a fair way

“Third, the plank requiring that every 
difficulty ‘shall be settled by conciliation, and, 
if that falls, by arbitration. By cohciliation 
is Meant settlement from within, settlement 
by men familiar with the details.

“ Fourth, is the plank lockouts, 
boycotts, and sympathetic strikes.

The strong probability that the Colombian 
congress at the special session, which is to 
‘meet June 20, will fail to ratify the Panama 
canal treaty causes President Roosevelt’ 
deep concern. He sent for William Nelson 
Cromwell, the American representative of 
the new Panama Canal company of France, 
‘today, and with him discussed the canal 
situation in view of the recent advices from 


seem likely to defeat the treaty. 


. Precisely why the president holds that 
such an obligation exists is not explained, 
but the contention is supposed to rest on the. 
fact.that the Colombian government entered 
into an engagement with the United States 
to give up certain territory as an inducement 
to the selection of the Panama route. 

This government, however, is conscious of 
the impracticability of making direct repre- 
sentations to Colombia with the object of 
inducing the congress of that country to 
ratify the canal treaty. It is hoped that the 
same end may be accomplished in another 
way, and this was the object of the confer- 
ence today between President Roosevelt and 
‘Mr. Cromwell. The French company has 
agents in Colombia who are in close touch 
with the situation, and who are in a position 
to convey in a sort of semi-official way the 
views and wishes of the Washington admin- 
istration in regard to the canal. 


Canal Company to Take Action. 

It is expected that Mr. Cromwell will ap- 
prise the leaders of the Colombian govern- 
ment, through the French company’s agents 
‘at Bogota, of President Roosevelt's feeling 
in regard to the treaty. It will be set forth 
that the United States will never consent to 
} pay a large price for the canal right of way, 
and that the president and state department 
insist that there is an obligation on the part 
of Colombia not to reject the treaty, which in- 
corporates the promises by Colombia to this 
government before the selection of the Pana- 
ma route. 

The Colombians also will be reminded that 
the United States will, in the event of the 
rejection of the treaty, never allow any other 
nation or individuals to dig a waterway 
across the Isthmus of Panama; and that it 
is wholly a question of whether Colombia 
shall get $10,000,000 or nothing. 

Inasmuch asthe new French Canal company 
has everything at stake on the pending treaty 
it goes without saying that the representa- 
tives of that company in Bogota will make 
President Roosevelt's attitude known to the 
leaders of the Colombian congress in an em- 
phatic way. It is hoped that their represen- 
tations will have the same effect as an official 
expression through the state department so 
far as the ratification of the treaty is con-

STUDY OF MALARIAL DISEASE. 


Reports Printed in London Prove That 
Mosquitoes Spread the Epidemic | 
in West Africa. —

per reviews the progress of the investiga~- 
tion into malaria and other tropical diseases 
carried on by the School of Tropical Medi- 
cine, opened in 1899, largely on the initiative 
of Secretary Chamberlain.

Dr. Stephens- 
Christophers, after preliminary research in 
centra} Africa in 1898, proceeded in 1899 to 
the west coast of Africa, where he confirmed 
and extended his previous knowledge gained 
'n India and Italy. He made the important 
diseovery that, while the native adult in 
such regions in great measure was immune 
from malaria, the disease was exceedingly 
prevalent among native children. He proved 
that in these regions the native is the prime 
agent in the infection of Europeans. The 
segregation of whites and natives and the 
avoidance of native huts are a potent means 
of prevention. 

Doctors in 1901, in Bengal and the Punjab, 
found, as in west Africa. that native children 
contain parasites in their blood, and must, 
therefore, be regarded as a scgirce of infec- 
+ me reports maintain that in any district 
percentage of native, children infected 
with the parasite may bedlaken as the index 
of the prevalence of malaria in that district, 
or, as it is termed, of malarial endemicity. 
They have also determined the connection of 
this index with the presence or nearness of 
breeding places of insects carrying’ ano- 


pheles.

LONDON, 13.—Bourke Cockran of 
New York, at a dinner given him tonight in 
the house of commons, prophesied the fut ure 


prosperity of Irefand, severely criticised the 
preferential tariff. program of Colonial Sec- 


tective tariff im the United States despolied 
the farmer for the manufacturér. 


The dinner wes given by the Irish party. & 


John Redmond oceupted the chair andaill the 
leading nationaliste were present. Mr. 
Cockran’s speech developed fnto one of the 


strongest indictments of Colonial Secretary | 


Chamberlain's program delivered on this 
side of the water. — 
In proposing Mr. Cockran’s thealth Mr. 


most powerful unoffictal citizens of the 
United States, of whom the whole Irish race 
was proud; whose voice was one of the first 
to be heard against Spanish cruelty in Cuba, 
yet whose eloquence was consistently raised 
against American aggression in the Philip- 
pines.” This sentiment met with loud cheers. 


Invited to Enter Parliament. 

In honoring Mr. Cockran, said Mr. Red- 
‘mond, the Irish party honored the great, 
friendly country of America, and the speaker 
closed with an eloquent appeal to Mr. 
Cockran to enter parliament in behalf of the 
nationalists. 

Mr. Cockran expressed his thanks for the 
great reception tendered him, but declined 
Mr. Redmond's offer, saying: 

“*I do not believe any man living can con- 
tribute to the success of the Irish cause,’ 
which is now a certainty.’’ 

Mr. Cockran, however, confessed himself 
willing to make afty sacrifice if he thought 
it were really needed. He depicted Ireland’s 
struggle for liberty, ‘‘ now on the verge of 
success," owing to the efforts of Mr. Red- 
mond and other members of the party. He 
declared that the United States would not 
be a free republic today but for the interven- 
tion of France. 

‘What the Irish people ‘demand every 
country now possesses.”’ 

- He declared he was little concerned over the 
chances of the Irish people gaining their 
liberty, but much more so regarding the uses 


to which they would put it. He pleaded; 


strenuously for the development of Irish 
cities, increased transportation facilities, and | 
the improvement of urban rather than rura! 


The speaker then went on to denounce Mr. 
Chamberlain’s suggested change in the: 
Britieh fiscal policy, which he declared, was 
intended “‘ to make everybody rich by mak- 
ing the country poor.” He ridiculed the 
argument that the United States made Great 
Britain the dumping ground for its surplus 
goods and dissected the recent protectionist 
speeches in parliament, based on American 
prosperity, declaring that “‘ the essence of 
the relations between states is that none of 
them is independent.” es 

Plan Fatal to Empire. 

Mr. Cockran traced the influence of the | 
United States Supreme court in settling:-in- 
terstate commerce problems, with the de- 
duction that in the last analysis Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s scheme merely amounted to the 
declaration that some similar institution to 
the Supreme court of the United States must | 
be created, and that “either the colonies 
must surrender their independence to Eng- | 
land or England surrender hers to the colo- | 
nies. There never has been any suggestion 
so fatal to the integrity of the empire. The 
essence of protection is to do business at 
a loss and to remedy it by taxation and leg- 
islation. With us the farmer is despoiled 
by the manufacturer. He is bound to give 
four bushels: of wheat for a dozen stockings 
instead of two, because he buys in a highly 
protected market.” 


Bright Future for Ireland. 

The speaker maintained that Irish emi- 
gration would never cease until Irishmen 
were given in their own cities as good chances 
as they got abroad. The land bill ought to 
provide this. Within the next generation, he 
predicted, Ireland would be “ blooming like 
a garden and blossoming like spring. This 
country will se@ Ireland awakened and bear- 
ing the lamp of materia! progress, justice, 
and humanity before the footéteps of the 
human race throughout the world.”’ 


TEST PLANNED FOR RAILWAYS. 


Electricity and Steam to Contest on Ger- 
man Railways—Many Manufac- 
turers Will Compete. 


BERLIN, June 13.—The Prussian state 
railways between Hamburg, Hanover, and 
Berlin shortly will conduct an interesting 
competition of steam and electricity hauled 
trains. The leading locomotive builders and 
electrical firms in Germany have been invited 
by the state to submit designs and specifica- 
tions for steam and electric locomotives or 
motor cars capable of a speed of 100 miles an 
hour with the light load of ordinary traffic. 

Tests that will be a continuation of the 
tials of high speed electric trains on the 
Prussian standard gauge military line from 
Berlin to Zossen, have been arranged on ac- 
count of the decision to increase the speed of 
trains between Hamburg, Hanover, and Ber- 
lin. Blaborate reports have just been pub- 
lished of the Berlin-Zossen test.

at that time a resident of Chicago, died the 
other day at the Stiles farm, which adjoins. 
the Wheaton racetrack. 

When Electwood became the property of 
Mr. Stiles he was looked upon at Palo Alto 
as one of the most promising.trotters of his 
age on the farm, having an extra good way 
of going, although he had not been- syste- 
matically trained. Stiles was much in love 
with the colt, and had him handled as a 3 
year old.by Peter V. Johnston, who drove 
him a half mile in 1:15% in the fall. Blect- 
wood was then put away for the winter and 
expected to do well as a 4 year old, but he 
seemed to have lost all his speed and could 
not show a mile better than 2:40. AsaS 
year old he was trained again and at Inde- 
pendence took a time record of 2:30, which 
he subsequently reduced to 2:20%.. Stiles 
then put the horse in the stud at Wheaton, 
giving him a fairly well bred lot of brood 
mares, although their number was not large, 
and the son of Electioneer sired some speed, 
Up to date he has six trotters in the list, four 


ef which have beaten 2:20, the fastest being 


Charlie Stiles, 2:15%, although Louis E., 


2:17%, in the Castle stable, can beat those 
figures when the signsareright.

“It is a hard thing to say at this time,”’ 
said Coach O'Dea, “what Wisconsin's 
chance is: of winning the great race in the 
east, for the reason that a great many things 
may happen between now and the time for 
the race which might leave us in poor shape 
for the contest.. The men are not rowing in 
as good form at present as they were two 
weeks ago, as they have experienced that 
slump which is genera! to be expected. 
_“ The improvemem, however, that follows 
a slump will, I hope, come during the first 
week of work on the Hudson, after the men 
have recovered from the trip to Poughkeep- 
sie. The work of the last week has been 
interfered with greatly by the cold, stormy 
weather, which began just as the craw was 
getting together in good shape. The worry 
of tha examinations has also contributed 
a part to the slump in form. As to the 
physical condition of the men, all of them, 
with one or two exceptions, are in good 
shape, and, I think, well prepared to stand 
the trip east. Much will, of course, depend 
on the condition that they are in when we 
arrive and the weather condition after we 
arrive. I think it can safely be said that the 
men will leave Madison in better condition 
than any other lot of men that have madd 
the eastern trip.” | 
The men at the present time are in good 
physical condition, although nearly all of 
them are weighing more than they will on 
This is a good 
thing, as they will be able to stand the trip 
better and. can afford to lose weight. The 
average of the crew’at the present time is 
171 pounds. which is about the ’same average 
as the eight last year. This average will 
probably be reduced a pound or two by the 
trip east, but the men will go in the race 
weighing in the neighborhood-of 170 pounds, 


for two of the men are below weight, while. 


the others are above theiraverage. The only 
crew which will outweigh Wisconsin will be 
the Cornell eight, which at present averages 
175 pounds.

HE youngest woman's club in the world 


‘ was incorporated in Chicago last week. 
Its object is the proper rearing and care 


of wax dolls. The total of the ages of 


the members of the club is 24 years. 
The oldest member is 9, the youngest 7, 


and the third and last*member is “7, going 


on 

The name of this newest of women’s clubs 

is the A. G. C. The meaning of these mys- 
terious letters is guarded as a deep secret 
by the members of the club. It is supposed 
by some envious persons that the club de- 
sired to call itself the “A. B. C.” club, but 
that, beihg a lttle shaky in regard to the 
alphabet, put in the letter G in place of B, 
under the impression that G was the second 
letter of the alphabet. The president of 
the clyb, or the young woman who acts as 
president, being interviewed on the subject, 
said: ‘‘ The report that the members of the 
A. G. C. club are lacking in education to the 
extent that they do not know the letters of 
the alphabet is entirely false and untrue. 
We are fully conversant with the alphabet, 
and we named our club the A. G. C. because 
it has a certain significance. What this 
significance is I am not now at liberty to 
state.’’

TH the return of the'Rev. Dr. R. A. 


Torrey to Chicago on Tuesday, 


after a memorable tour of the world 
* occupying one year five months 
and twenty-three days, he may find 


suggestiveness anew in the old proverb, “A 


prophet is not without honor save in his 
own country.” For when Dr. Torrey left 
Chicago it was as one of the leading workers 
connected with the Moody Bible institute, a 
good organizer of Sunday schools, and an 
evangelist of more than local notoriety.

NCLE SAM’S unique money manufac- 
tory, the bureau of engraving and 
printing at Washington, is just now 
having its capacity for turning out 
crisp new currency tested as never 
before. Not only are the presses in the novel 


+} printery funning at top speed, but an in- 


creased force of workmen is laboring night 
and day in a seemingly futile effort to keep 
pace with the present unprecedented increase 
in. national bank circulation. 

The circulation of the national banks of 
the United States has passed the $400,000,000 
mark, the largest amount in history, but the 
big financial institutions yet continue to put 
more money in circulation In order to prevent 
any scarcity in the money supply late this 
summer or early In the autumn, and in arder 
to carry out this plan to prevent a panic 
they are pouring a steady stream of orders 
and pleading earnestly that they be filled 
promptly. 

The status of affairs at this fountainhead 
of the nation’s paper money may well be 
appreciated when it ig explained that, al- 
though the crisp new notes are being de- 
livered to the controller of the currency at 


ahead to be filled for banks, which are wait- 
ing more or less impatiently their turn to be 
served, aggregate many millions of dollars. 
It requires just about twenty-five days to 
prepare new money for the banks so that it 
will be properly “seasoned” to go into the 
hands of patrons, and thus it will be seen 
that no immediate solution of the problem 
of this “‘ boom ” in money making ise yet in 
sight.” } 
Causes for Enormous Demand. 


tion, with its attendant demand for addl- 
tional supplies of banknotes, has been caused, 
of course, by Secretary Shaw’s action in re- 
funding the 3 and 4 per cent bonds into 2 
per cents and by the substitution of Phil- 
ippine certificates for United States. bonds 
when the latter are immediately deposited 
for circulation. The action of the secretary 

in inaugurating refunding operations put a 

stop to further reduction of circulation on 

the part of national banks and so turned the 
tide that a rapid increase set in. The re- 
funding operations have thrown a large 
amount of new 2 per cent bonds in the way 
of the banks at the best figure of recent 
years, and the banks have promptly taken 
these bonds and put them up for circulation. 
The tax on circulation baged upon a 2 per 
cent bond is so much less than that on other 
classes of bonds that banke are using them 
almost exclusively. Of the total amount of 
circulation now outstanding about $355,000,- 
000 is secured by 2 per cent bonds. | 

Money Wears Out Rapidly. 

To the uninitiated it might appear strange 
that a ‘“ bee-hive”’ of 400 printing presses 
operated twenty-four hours a day cannot 
meet the demands for new money, but it 
should be remembered that this unique 
money manufactory can give attention to 
this “new business,” ae it might be called, 
only after the regular demands upon ft have 
been met. Every working day in the year 
there arrive at the treasury department in 
Washington for redemption more than a 
million dollars’ worth of greenbacks, treas- 
ury notes, gold and silver certificates, and 
perhaps’ half a million dollars’ worth of cir- 
culating notes of the national banks. 

This currency has served its usefulness, 
and it comes back to Uncle Sam torh and

They are not too fat for 
their height, and their waist line is long and slender, not too 
thick and too high. : 
But the girl who is too short can actually add to her 
height, not by subterfuge but by putting on an inch or so. 
To add an inch to ‘your height you must surely begin by 
getting a suit in which to exercise. A suit of pajamas makes
